147,280,000 POPULATION BREAKS RECORDS 
IN UNITED STATES 


WASHINGTON, (AP)—This country’s population 
reached 147,280,000 on October 1, the Census Bureau esti- 
mated today. 

Although that is the highest ever recorded, the bureau 
said the rate of increase has slowed down from last year’s 
pace. Nevertheless, the 1948 expansion will top any other 
year’s. 

The bureau’s figures included about 466,000 persons in 
the armed forces overseas and about 926,000 in the mili- 
tary service in this country. 

Population growth in the first nine months of 1948 
amounted to about 1,800,000 persons, an average increase 
of about 200,000 a month. 

In the corresponding period of 1947 there was an in- 
crease of about 2,100,000 persons, an average of over 233,- 
000 a month. 

Since the last actual count on April 1, 1940, the popu- 
lation total has risen by about 15,500,000 persons. 





Church membership in the United States has passed the 
80,000,000 mark and now constitutes 54.9 per cent of the 
total population, according to a new census of religious 
bodies published in the 1949 Southern Baptist Handbook. 
Porter Routh, editor of the Handbook, reports that church 
membership showed a gain of 3.1 per cent during 1948, 
compared with 2.3 per cent for 1947. Forty-eight Protes- 
tant groups, with a membership of more than 50,000 each, 
report a total membership of 46,665,747, compared with 
45,031,194 in 1948. The Roman Catholic Church reported 


” 26,075,697, compared with 25,268,173 in 1948. Jewish con- 


gregations and smaller groups make the total church 
membership reported 80,246,124. An incomplete report 
shows 25,261,923 enrolled in Sunday Schools or parochial 
schools. The Handbook report indicates there are now 265,- 
854 congregations in the United States—-Watchman- 
Examiner.

“We have just received a large 
shipment of clothes that has been 
nearly a year in coming.” He also 
adds, “We have missionary problems 
which have been mentioned to you, so 
we beg your prayers.” 

May we plead with you brethren 
throughout the States and the rest of 
the world, that you pray more for our 
missionaries. These are more perilous 
times than you think. Pray fervently 
that the gospel message will continue 
to be broadcast, and many souls be 
brought to God.—Editor. 





A Letter From Brother Bolivar De 
Souza, Panama 
Dear Brother Walker: 

We praise God for the great privi- 
lege of preaching the gospel in the 
interior of Panama, as we travel on 
horseback, railroad, and foot, to carry 
the message in villages and towns, to 
the hungry hearts that have never 


heard the gospel preached and are 
anxious to hear more. In some in- 
stances, to reach certain villages, it is 
very dangerous—crossing rivers, not a 
few, and steep hills, late at nights. In 
many places, sleeping conditions are 


“somewhat hard, or rather uncomfort- 


able. We have to sleep on bamboo 
beds or on the floor. These people are 
very poor, so there are no sheets or 
blankets, and we have learned to 
carry our own blankets; there is no 
transportation at night. At one vil- 
lage high up in the mountains a fam- 
ily of about thirty were converted. 
Although traveling to this village was 
with very much difficulty, we praise 
God for the joy that came to our 
hearts for these precious souls. 

We have started services at Puerto 
Armuelles, and God is blessing us 
there. Some converts from near-by 
stations where we have carried the 
good news walk for hours, while some 
come by rail, to join us there in the 
services. They are very hungry, and 
God is leading the way. He is faith- 
ful, and surely we are encouraged. At 
some stations we can hear the sweet 
songs from the lips:of both adults 
and children, such as “There Is Pow- 
er in the Blood,” Hay poder em Je- 
sus, “Bellas Parabras de Vida,” etc. 

A certain family in Costa Rica 
asked us to preach at the farm where 
they. were stationed. Isaac (my son) 
and I visited them, but due to con- 
ditions we were unable to return. 
To our surprise, while preaching at 
another farm here recently, we met 
this family again. They were so happy 
to hear another gospel message. They 
told us that the folks in Costa Rica 
are asking for us, and are hoping we 
will return soon. This we desire to 
do, as the Lord opens the way for us. 
Thank God, as the truth reaches 
hungry hearts they are willing to 
clean up and live for Christ. Many 
are seeing the light on matrimony 
and are willing to obey, and we are 
praying with others who are willing 
to be baptized, but are having diffi- 
culties. We are trusting the Lord for 
speedy deliverance. Many are naked 
and are expecting help from us. 

We are certainly happy to be here 
in God’s service, and we are thankful 
to the Church of God through which 
this great gospel program is being 
carried on. May God open hearts to 
see the need out in the fields. There 
are a few young men who have a 
deep desire to study the Word of God

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In November of 1948, Rev. and Mrs. 
M. A. Bell, and Sister Thelma Brown 
began broadcasting over WGWD, 
Gadsden, Ala. They have had a daily 
broadcast ever since. Their broadcast 
now is from the East Gadsden church, 
their pastorate, from 5:30 to 6:00 a.m. 
and from 7:30 to 8:00 a.m. during the 
week, and from 4:00 to 4:30 p.m. on 
Sunday. WGWD is a one-thousand- 
watt, clear-channel station, 570 on 
your dial. The station has been heard 
as far as West Virginia, Texas, Florida, 
and Canada. The large pile of mail 
shown in picture is proof of keen in- 
terest in and support given their pro- 
gram. From this mail came the 85,000 
coupons and $200 in cash that Broth- 
er and Sister Bell brought to the 
Orphanage a few days ago. In addi- 
tion to this they brought a Rogers 
silverware set of forty-seven pieces, 
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forty or more pounds of candy and 
peanuts, thirty-two washcloths, 
eighteen bath towels, and two boxes 
of used clothing. 

This promotional effort by Brother 
and Sister Bell, as well as the efforts 
of the state overseers, youth directors, 
district pastors, pastors, evangelists, 
Y.P.E. groups, Sunday Schools, and 
individual friends for our Orphanage, 
have helped us realize several thou- 
sand dollars from coupons since the 
last Assembly. This we appreciate 
more than words can express. So keep 
sending us coupons of EVERY KIND, 
for we can realize something from al- 
most any coupon, especially if we 
have a sufficient quantity. Send them 
even though the date on the coupons 
have expired.

The World Pentecostal Conference 

The purpose of our going to Paris 
was to attend the World Pentecostal 
Conference, May 21-29. Brothers J. C. 
Jernigan, J. H. Walker, and I travelled 
together, leaving on May 11. I do not 
know when Brother Jernigan re- 
turned, but I returned on June 7, and 
Brother Walker is somewhere in Italy 
or Egypt now. The leader of a group 
of about 850 Pentecostal people in 
Italy had expressed his desire to unite 
and work with the Church of God, 
since he had already become ac- 
quainted with our work in South 
America. So we thought best 
for Brother Walker to con- 
tact them while he was in Europe. 
He received a request from Brother D. 
B. Hatfield, who has been serving in 
Egypt, to visit the work there. Brother 
Hatfield’s permit had expired and he 
could not get it renewed, so he was 
going to Cyprus, then back to 
Palestine. 

The Pentecostal Conference was be- 
ing held to try to get the efforts of 
Pentecostal people all over the world 
organized in order to accomplish what 
the Lord has given us to do, which is 
to carry out the great commission. 
There has been an overlapping of 
work in many territories and not as 
much advancing of the people of God 
as should have been. It is hard to 
realize the conditions that exist 
throughout those countries unless we 
had closer contact.

Germany, but is spending most of his 
time in relief work. He is a fine man, 
a good businessman. When relief 
packages are sent to Germany, unless 
they are sent through some organized 
agency, those receiving them have to 
pay postage. Brother Lauster and the 
people there appreciate the packages 
that have been sent. So Brother 
Kinderman is working with Brother 
Lauster. He is working to get Brother 
Lauster recognized as an agent for re- 
lief goods, so he will not have to pay 
a mark, thirty cents. There is no way 
to tell the good that has been done by 
the relief packages sent them, but 
now supplies are more plentiful in 
those countries, and it is better to 
send money so they can buy the arti- 
cles there. I am not telling you this, 
however, to keep you from sending 
any more packages. 

The two main objectives of the 
World Pentecostal Conference is co- 
operation and coordination by the dif- 
ferent Pentecostal bodies in order to 
get more accomplished in the same 
length of time. The different bodies 
do not see everything alike, and never 
will, but we can work together and 
accomplish so much more than work- 
ing individually or, especially, against 
one another. 

At the same time the World Con- 
ference was meeting, the Big Four 
secretaries were meeting in Paris. We 
also had some vetoes in the Confer- 
ence, but in the course of time, the 
brethren realized what we were trying 
to do. They were afraid a super or- 
ganization would be set up that would 
tell them what they could and could 
not do. But at last we formed a work- 
ing agreement. You remember how 
skeptical we were of N. A. E.; we were 
afraid it would dictate the policies of 
our Church. But this does not affect 
the practices of the individual church- 
es any more than the N. A. E. They 
can carry on the same as if they had 
no part in the World Pentecostal Con- 
ference. 

Brother du Plessis is secretary of the 
World Pentecostal Conference, and 
he has five advisors to assist him. 
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write to these and tell them their con- 
dition, which is deplorable in many 
laces. Most groups contacted are 
ouched, and they send help. So in 
those sections they are getting help 
rom three or four groups, when other 
wtions are getting no help at all. But 
by cooperating, the Pentecostal bodies 
ran give help to all sections. The same 
true of the gospel.

1 Switzerland is very modern, with 
npenty to eat and wear, if you are able 
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to buy it. But when they get through 
with you, a memory lingers. We took a 
third-class hotel and went to a res- 
taurant, but nobody came.to take our 
orders; they paid no attention to us. 
Brother Seyda went over to the cash- 
ier for information. She told him that 
we must select from the menu what 
we wanted and pay for it, then go 
down the line and get it. We decided 
that was too much like buying a “pig 
in a poke,” so we went down the 
Street and saw a sign that read 
“Tourists.” We said, “This is the place 
we want.” Everything was nice and 
clean and we began to feel at home. 
While looking over the menu, the 
waiter said they had some nice fresh, 
plump chicken, so we ordered chicken; 





but when we got through—vwell, we 
said to ourselves, “We will not be 
back.” 

We headed for Germany on a 
second-class train, which’ was not too 
bad. Brother Seyda, though he could 
speak German, decided to just keep 
quiet and let us answer the custom 
officers the best we could. “The least 
you can say, the better.” When we 
came to Germany the officers there 
said our luggage must be opened. I 
was first. I couldn’t speak German, 
and I thought the man asked if I had 
any Dutch money. I said, “Dutch 
money?” “No.” He rattled off again, 
but I couldn’t understand, so he let 
me pass on. I went to another man, 
and he asked me to open my suitcase, 
asking me if I had cigarettes or whis- 
key. I said, “No, I am a preacher.” So 
he let me pass. 

It seems everybody wants some- 
thing from the American as he goes 
through. They are ready to grab your 





bags and carry them for you, but they 
expect liberal tips. 

We had called Brother Lauster to 
meet us. He has a little car with just 
enough room for four. When sitting in 
the back seat my knees were up 
against the front seat. Brother 
Lauster tied the two large suitcases 
together across the hood of the little 
car, and I rode with my head 
either bumping the top of the 
car or leaning over. Away we 
went, and when Brother Lauster 
starts he goes! It was about 
twenty-five miles. to their home. We 
arrived there late at night. Sister 
Lauster had us a nice meal prepared, 
which was a happy surprise. We had 
decided that it was too expensive to 
eat dinner, and that we would have 
to cut expenses some way. So we got a 
sandwich, a chocolate bar, and six 
bananas, but that came to one dollar 
each. 

Brother Lauster was glad to see us, 
and we were glad to see him, and 
right there in the station we had a 
good time hugging necks. But what 
did we care? Other people carry on 
their work and do as they please, and 
they don’t care if you are watching 
them, so we didn’t care either. 

Brother Lauster took us around and 
showed us some of our churches. They 
are so anxious to carry on for the Lord 
that one brother’s chicken house was 
converted into a church. But they are 
greatly in need of preachers. If they 
had preachers, and could get money 
to build churches, they could do more. 
While Brother Lauster was in the con- 
centration camp, his wife said they 
had their meetings quietly and God 
was never more precious to them than 
at that time. They went out into the 
forest for one free meeting before 
Brother Lauster was taken away. They 
had a wonderful time rejoicing in the 
Lord. The men patrolling the highway 
heard them singing and went to see 
what they were doing; but they did 
not know that this was against orders, 
so they did not bother or report 
them. But if they had been reported, 
it would probably have been the last 
of them. God was taking care of them. 
While we in America were not being 
interfered with, they were going 
through all these things. 

We attended a revival in a tent 
while there, and forty young people 
were in the choir. You could see the 
glory of God beaming in their faces. 
They were not able to dress as you 
young people; their hair was not done 
in the latest style; nor were their

Ihad been a student in school for 
bout thirty years, and there were 
tany things that I did not learn. My 
wabulary was not the best. But I 
member that after having received 
he baptism of the Holy Ghost I 
wuld remember the things of the Lord 
lore distinctly and more accurately. 
t that time I could speak in any 
nguage that the Holy Ghost sug- 
ested, and after that long time I still 
peak in tongues as the Spirit gives 
me utterance. 

During the last five years I haven’t 
tn able to read my Bible (eyesight 
im), but the blessed Holy Ghost has 
hight me more things, I believe, than 
would have learned had I been able 
bread all along. I remember well that 
he Book says they that are led by the 
rit of God they are the sons of 
po, and the Spirit and the Word 

ys agree, 

for many days I have been listen- 
§ to the different preachers over 
he radio, and I hear the best and the 
‘akest. Then I remember that Paul 
¥8, 1 Cor. 1:26-29, “For ye see your

I hear all of these characters that 
are represented in this scripture, on 
the radio. I don’t condemn any, but I 
understand where each one is, if he 
gives out the Scripture perfectly or 
imperfectly. 

In my long period of study, having 
begun about sixty years ago, I have 
been made to remember the exact 
sayings of Jesus. After He died, went 
and preached to the spirits in prison, 
and rose again from the dead, He 
made the statement, “All power is giv- 
en unto me in heaven and in earth.” 
He said, “Go ye therefore, and teach 
all nations, baptizing them in the 
name of the Father, and of the Son, 
and of the Holy Ghost.” 

After many years of constant study 
and prayer, I concluded that I should 
count the verses in the New Testa- 
ment and find out, if I possibly could, 
just exactly what Jesus meant when 
He said, “Go ye therefore and teach 
all nations, baptizing them in the 
name of the Father, and of the Son, 
and of the Holy Ghost: teaching them 
to observe all things whatsoever I 
have commanded you.” So I gave 
much time and study to find out. just 
exactly what He said He wanted us to 
publish to the world. I found that 
there are 7,956 verses in the New Test- 
ament and that He uttered about 1,600 
with His own mouth. I noticed that 
the law is called “the church in the 
wilderness,” and after the law passed 
away, He gave us a new law, which is 
the doctrine of the Church. In this 
doctrine of the church there are 1,600 
different verses, and every one can 
read and know just exactly what they 
are. This Church that He said He 
would build is called “the Church of 
God,” and these verses include all of 
the doctrine of the Church of God. 
This is the great commission. I 
hear many wise teachers and 
wise men quote part of these 
verses, but I have never heard 
a preacher or a teacher that taught 
all of them. This is the reason we have 
divisions in the churches. Some of the 
people neglect or reject some of this 
doctrine that He said He wanted us 
to promulgate. 

In John 17 Jesus said, “I want them

to be one,” and Paul, in 1 Cor. 1:10, 
said, “Now I beseech you, brethren, by 
the name of our Lord Jesus Christ, 
that ye all speak the same thing, and 
that there be no divisions among you; 
but that ye be perfectly joined togeth- 
er in the same mind and in the same 
judgment.” Jesus said, in John 17:21, 
“That they all may be one; as thou, 
Father, art in me, and I in thee, that 
they also may be one in us: that the 
world may believe that thou hast sent 
me.” It is clear for me to see that 
every preacher of His should preach 
all He said in the 1,600 verses we have 
just mentioned. 

To deny, or disbelieve, or reject any 
part of the statements made by Jesus 
would be the real cause of divisions in 
the churches. Since He tells us in 
John 12:48, “He that rejecteth me, 
and receiveth not my words, hath one 
that judgeth him: the word that I 
have spoken, the same shall judge him 
in the last day,” it is easy for the 
reader to understand that these 1,600 
verses Jesus uttered with His own lips 
are exactly what the judgment day 
will mean to every preacher. 

I remember that Jesus gives us a 
parable of the sower, in Matt. 13:24- 
30, and the servant said, “Didst 
not thou sow good seed in thy 
field? from ‘whence then hath it 
tares?” The harvest is the end of 
the world, He said, and the reapers 
are the angels. Now He says, “In the 
time of harvest I will say to the reap- 
ers, Gather ye together first the tares 
and bind them in _ bundles to 
burn them: but gather the wheat in-

a pillar, as they will have to stand up. 


What Are You, a Pillow 
or a Pillar? 

A pillow is something that when a 
person places his head on it, it is cer- 
tain to give in; but a pillar is some- 
thing that will hold up weight and 
not give in under pressure. 

The apostle Paul was a strong pillar. 
He died rather than break down. The 
apostle Peter died rather than crum- 
ble. Stephen died rather than fail to 
stand. Christ took the cross and death 
rather than break down under the 
pressure. He was and is the great 
Foundation for all the pillars to stand 
on, and if they will stand on Him, they 
will never fall. 

Friends, we should all remember 
this one thing, and that is, we are to 
be pillars in the building (body), and 
not pillows. If we are not careful, we 
will have an oversupply of pillows. We 
need more pillars. 


What Are These Pillars to Do? 

They are to be able to stand the 
storm, and to stand weight, so that 
they will be able to hold the building 
together. Are you holding your part of 
the Church together? You are part of 
the building, therefore there are to be 
capable pillars to hold it together. Did 
you: ever see a church where the pil- 


lars were not so strong, hence letting 
their part of the building down? 
Those who fail to pay their tithes and 
those who fail to observe the sacra- 
ment and feet washing, and fail to at- 
tend church regularly and strive for 
the upbuilding of the church are weak 
pillars and are causing too much 
weight on the other pillars, which may 
eventually cause some of the good pil- 
lars to be overloaded, and perhaps 
cause them also to break down. 

The kind of pillars God loves are 
those that do their utmost to hold 
things up. God can, will, and does 
help people be strong enough to hold 
up the weight. When one pillar, or 
more, gets out from under the weight, 
then it makes it harder on the others, 
and there must be another pillar put 
in its place. If all the pillars would on- 
ly stand in their place, things would 
be more lovely. 


What Kind of a Pillar Are You? 

Are you a good one or a faulty 
pillar? Are there spots on you? Are 
you straight or otherwise? Do you try 
to shirk your duty? Do you offer an 
excuse when there are things to do? 
Do you frown when the body needs 
finance? Does a bad spirit run over 
you when the preacher says things 
should be done that you are not do- 
ing? Do you agree when things are 
suggested and later criticize things 
that should be done which would ele- 
vate and promote the church? Are 
you one that gets hit every time the 
preacher delivers his sermon and then 
you say that he was preaching at 
you? Please let us all be good pillars 
in the church. 


Conclusion 

A pillar is something that many 
find it hard to be. Many find it to be 
such a great responsibility to be a pil- 
lar—too much pressure, trouble, obli- 
gations, responsibility to be such a 
thing as a pillar. God loved Peter, 
James, and John for being pillars, and 
I am quite sure He will appreciate it 
if we will be pillars for Him. 

Don’t shirk the load; don’t give up; 
don’t get disgusted; hold up your part 
of the bargain with God; and prove to 
Him that you love Him enough to 
labor for Him until you die. 

The Lord has many who are as pil- 
lows—they give in under the 
load, looking for a flowery bed of ease 
and smooth sailing. What if Jesus had 
been such as that?

Then, isn’t 
that a beautiful example of working 
together to get the gospel to the 
World? Millions are looking to the 
Pentecostals for the gospel. 

I have reached this conclusion: 
Communism is determined, and de- 
mocracy is determined. It isn’t a ques- 
tion if we will be through with com- 
munism when we move the occupation 
forces from Germany, for we know 
we will have to fight communism on 
and on. It has been said that there 
is one alternative and that is 
Germany must be allowed to become 
a nation or she will lean to Commun- 
ism. Communism plans to overthrow 
the government of the United States, 
and it isn’t a secret. 

In France, the teen-age boys are 
taken to the country for outings on 
Sundays. That keeps them away from 
the churches. There was a mass dem- 
onstration in Paris when we were 
there—thousands of boys from nine to 
fourteen years of age demanding half 
fare on the railroad for these outing 
trips. That spirit is rising in other sec- 
tions, too. 

We have, I think, been slowed 
down in our mission work. I am going 
to make a statement this morning 
that I would not have made two years 
ago, but I believe, now, the only suc- 
cessful way to carry on our mission 
work is to set up the Church of God 
in those countries and let them carry 
on their own work. Teach them and 
let them manage themselves. Let them 
learn to become self-supporting. In 
Jamaica, they are raising money 
among themselves to help build their 
own churches. Let them be self- 
supporting, then we can cover the new 
territory faster. There is a great need 
for the gospel, but we cannot Ameri- 
canize those countries. In Germany, 
our people are glad that the occupa- 
tional forces have granted them re- 
ligious freedom; they would much 
rather Americans would be there than 
the Russians.-I talked with a soldier 
who took me out for an American 
meal; he said the Germans are mak- 
ing a come-back. I asked him, “Do 
you think they resent America?” “Of 
course,” he said, “they are resentful 
to a certain degree, but they submit 
without much trouble. They want 
to build their country back, and will 
if given a chance.” Those people, how- 
ever, have been under, the gestapo rule 

so long that: it is hard for them to 
exercise their freedom. I look for the 
day when they will be a nation again, 
but I hope there will be more of the 
gospel infused among them so they 


will be a Christian nation, and I trust 
that the World Pentecostal Confer- 
ence will have a part in bringing this 
to pass.
